WESTWARD-BOUND PASSENGEES. 


The Eonoma County Homicide Found to 
be a Diabolical Murder. 


PROCRESS OF THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD 


Highwaymen Still at Their Work in Ne­ 
vada County. 


CALIFORNIA. 


The Sonoma County Tragedy—A D iaboli­ 
cal M urder. 
S an ta R csa, December 18th.—The evi­ 
dence before the Coroner’s J ury in the Mul­ 
len Brothers homicide case to-day, developed 
a murder most diabolical and startling. Mi- 
carali, the ouly witness to the killing, who 
testified yesterday that it was done in sell- 
defense, was again put upon the stand to-day, 
and made an entirely different statement, 
admitting that he swore falsely in many im­ 
portant particulars in the first instance, and 
that he had never been intimidated by the 
tjuackenbushes, father aud son, as to what 
he Bhould say. The Court directed the ar­ 
rest of the old man Quackenbush, and he is 
now in jail. The jury found that William 
Mullen was 45 years of age, a native of 
Massachusetts, and that lie came to 
his death by a pistol ball, fired from 
a navy pistol by Alfred Quackenbush 
with criminal intent; that Charles Mullen 
was a native of Massachusetts, forty-two 
years of age ; that his death was caused by a 
rifle-ball, tired from a Winchester rifle by Al­ 
bert Quackenbush with criminal intent, and 
that U. P. Quackenbush, the father of Al­ 
bert and Alfred, who committed the murders, 
is an accomplice to the killing. The effigies 
of Albert and Alfred Quackenbush were sus­ 
pended from a tree, in the neighborhood of 
the Court-house, this morning. The mur­ 
dered men were decently buried this after­ 
noon at public expense, nothing having been 
heard from their relations. The Kev. Dr. 
Shepherd, of the Episcopal Church, officiated 
at the burial. Great indignation prevails in 
the community, and some fears are enter­ 
tained of an assault upon the jail. The 
Sheriff feels fully able, however, to protect 
his prisoners. 
Los .lngcics Uliiciais, 
Los A ngeles, December 18th.—The new 
City Council was organized this evening by 
electing E. F. Spence, Cashier of the First 
National Bank, President, and W. W. Rob- 
inBon, present incumbent, Clerk. A warm 
contest took place over the Chief of Bolice, 
which was won by Geo. E. Gard, on the fifth 
ballot. The present incumbents of other city 
offices were re-elected. 
M nrder in Santa 1 lara County. 
San Jose, December 18th. — Coroner 
Hairis receiven a dispatch from An­ 
tonio Madrid’s place, on the Uvas creek, this 
evening; stating that a man had been killed 
near Montoya’s place, but no further in­ 
formation. It is about sixteen miles south of 
this city, in the mountains. 
The Storm at San Francisco and Else­ 
w here. 
San F rancisco, December 19th.—A south­ 
easterly storm has prevailed throughout the 
day and evening, the rainfall at times being 
very heavy. During the afternoon about 
forty feet cf Meiggs’ wharf was carried 
away. No damage is reported among the 
shipping in the harbor. The bar is breaking, 
though uot heavily enough to prevent vessels 
from crossing. 
Reports frcm various sections of the State 
indicate that the storm is general. 
IHghvvnymen at Nevada City—Vigilance 
Com m ittee to be Form ed. 
N evada, December 19th.—Highwaymen 
continua to do bloody work in this vicinity. 
Last evening at about 9 o’clock H. A. Lord, 
an old and respected citizen was stopped by 
a road agent about half a mile from town, 
while on his way home. The robber sprang 
from the side of the road, pointed a pistol in 
his face and ordered him to deliver up ljis 
valuables. Lord knocked the weapon down­ 
ward and the robber immediately fired. Tho 
ball struck a watch of the former, and then 
glanced off and entered his stomach. After 
doing his bloody work the wretch departed 
without obtaining anything. The wounded 
man is in a precarious condition, and it is Dot 
yet known whether the wound will prove 
fatal. There was intense excitement when 
the news reached the city, and lynching 
would have been in order if the man could 
have been found. A vigilance committee is 
about to be formed, and it is said that its 
members will issue notices to the bad charac­ 
ters hanging around town, giving them so 
many hours to take their departure. 
Drowned—Snichle—A cclilenl.. 
Stockton, December 19th.—John C. Cal­ 
houn, an inmate of the Pacific Insane Asy­ 
lum, was accidentally drowned in French 
Camp slough Saturday. He was a native of 
Kentucky, 35 years of age, and was com­ 
mitted from Esmeralda county, Nevada, 
about two months ago. He had entirely re­ 
covered his sanity, and would have been dis­ 
charged in a day or two. The Coroner’s 
jury rendered a verdict of accidental drown­ 
ing. He fell out of a rowboat while fishing. 
Antonio Pararigna, an Italian, aged 25 
years, living with his parents in the eastern 
suburbs, attempted to commit suicide last 
Friday night by shooting himself in the head 
with a pistol. The ball lodged in the brain. 
He cannot possibly recover, and probably 
will not survive through the night. 
A shoemaker named Wm. H. Kelly was 
found lying on a sidewalk in this city at an 
early hour yesterday morning with a broken 
leg. He says that the accident was caused 
by his slipping os he was walking along.

Daily stages leave Deming on 
the arrival of the passenger train, and con­ 
nect with the A. T. and San Francisco ; dis­ 
tance sixty miles. It is now thought the 
point of intersection of the Atchison and 
Topeka with the Southern Paci6c, will be 
five mileR west of Rio Mimbres. The graders 
of the Atchison and Topeka are grading in 
the El Paso canyon. 
Quite an excitement exists at Lordbnrg 
Station, on account of a rich Btrike of min­ 
eral in a well which is being sunk there, at 
390 feet. A body of carbonate sand has 
been struck, which assays 81,748 per ton in 
silver. The town is all staked out into 
mining claims, and the sand is said Co bo 
twenty feet deep.

The Wallapais Indians, Arizona, are 
said to be starving. 
Sugar-cane, grown near Phoenix, Arizona, 
this year, was very large and thrifty. 
On the Colorado river reservation, Ari­ 
zona, there are 150 Chemihuaves and 750 
Mohavea. 
There were upwards of 1,600 tons of 
wheat raised this season on the Coquille, 
in Oregon. 
The Nevada Tri- Weekly Herald lias com­ 
menced a new volume. It is an excellent 
local journal. 
A number of Indian mounds near Santa 
Monica were recently opened, but little of 
interest came to light. 
It has been decided to issue 100,000 
shares of stock at $1 per share to erect re­ 
duction works at Carson, Nev. 
A pile of slag from an old Spanish fur­ 
nace has been found on the top of a high 
mountain on the Cuiebra North Fork, Col. 
During the late storm a large tree was 
blown down near the Marion county (Or.) 
Poor House. The tree in falling struck a 
cow, killing her instantly. 
Young barley plants in the fields of J. 
R. Whitney, Saratoga, already show blades 
six and seven inches long, though the seed 
was sown but three weeks ago. 
The Coos Bay (Or.) Mail says : This 
week has brought the highest tides of the 
season. The llow of the tide is evidently 
not obstructed by the crib work near the 
entrance. 
Thomas Barry, of Eastern Idaho, has 
recently bought in Fresno county about 
8,000 head of sheep. He will start Mon­ 
day next with the sheep for Idaho, by way 
of Walker’s Pass. 
The other day Salt Lake had a visit of 
what the Indians call “ pogonip” weather, 
which is a cold fog, full of particles of 
floating ice, and very productive of pneu­ 
monia and other Inng troubles. 
There is a Moqui Indian living in one of 
the seven village of those people in Ari­ 
zona, who is said to be worth at least 
825,000. He trades in silver ornaments, 
and is also an extensive raiser of sheep. 
Within eight miles, (northwesterly) of 
Fort Garland, near the foot of Sierra Blanca, 
the highest mountain in Colorado, and ly­ 
ing almost vertically between the granite 
of the mountain and the slate and lime­ 
stone of the valley, is one of the best, if 
not the best, copper mines yet discovered in 
that State. The vein at the widest place 
is about 100 feet.

Some have gone to work on farms and oth­ 
ers have wandered hack to San Francisco 
and Sacramento. The result is that there 
is much less drunkenness and brawling 
here, few arrest.- are necessary, and the 
city is the gainer, for very few of those ar­ 
rested had money to pay fines, and there­ 
fore had to be boarded a few days.

MISPLACED 
SYMPATHY. 


Judging from the ways of the world it 
may be serionsly questioned whether the 
sentim ent called sympathy is not more 
often a vice than a virtue. 
I t is unde­ 
niable that there is a strange perverse 
tendency in average human nature to w ith­ 
hold it where it is deserved, and to accord 
it where it is undeserved. 
Take the ex­ 
ample of our murderers. 
Let a man slay 
a fellow-creature, and nine times out of 
ten there will be exhibited a disposition to 
find excuses for him, to sympathize with his 
relatives, to gush and sentimentalize over 
his fate, and to shield him from the legal 
punishment of his crime. 
The Schroder 
case ha3 recently furnished a striking illus­ 
tration of this tendency. 
Who is it that 
has suffered the most in this case? Surely 
it is the innocent woman who was the wife 
of the murdered man, who, having iirst 
been widowed by the hand of the assassin, 
is now insulted and dishonored by the ver­ 
dict of^ acquittal which proclaims it as the 
solemn judgm ent of Society th a t her hus­ 
band was justly slaughtered. 
No affliction 
could be deeper or more poignant than Mrs. 
Lefevre has suffered, yet from beginning to 
end of this case no suggestion of pity or 
sym pathy has been expressed toward her. 
Whoever else may have been guilty she at 
least is innocent, yet the full weight of 
bereavement and shame is allowed to fall 
upon her, and among all the sensitive 
m tures which have been impelled to con­ 
sole and encourage the 
murderer and 
his wife, no word of comfort or regret 
appears to have been thought the due 
of this double victim. 
Her husband was 
shot 
down 
like 
a dog, and 
though 
no evidence of his criminal intimacy with 
the wife of his murderer has to this day 
been brought forward, and though the 
public are fully justified in believing that 
he was guiltless of the charge imputed to 
him, his widow is not perm itted to honor 
his memory, for a jury have declared that 
he deserved the awful death inflicted upon 
him. 
But for Schroder and his wretched 
wife there is sympathy in abundance. 
H er faithfulness to her husband—after the 
m urder—is commented upou as very touch­ 
ing and Bweet. 
The emotion of the mur­ 
derer himself when—doubtless to his in­ 
tense amazement—he found that he had 
been acquitted, is spoken of as indicating 
the tenderness of his heart. 
All this wiiile 
the real sufferer from the crime, the loving 
wife and mother, is left to her agony. 
For 
her there is no compensation. 
She has not 
allowed herself to be seduced, or accused 
an innocent man of 6educing her, or shot 
him down without warning, and therefore 
her case docs not appeal to the peculiar 
kind of sensibility which expands only at 
th e touch of crime, and which is unmoved 
by any torture of purity or worth. 
Ia 
it not justifiable to suggest a doubt, in 
view of these facts, whether after all sym­ 
pathy is a virtue ? 


GLADSTONE AND BO VC JIT . 


Mr. Gladstone appears to have made a 
serious mistake in his correspondence with 
Captain Boycott, for he has produced the 
impression that the Government resents the 
calls made upon it by sufferers from 
Irish lawlessness and bulldozing, for pro­ 
tection and assistance. 
The Premier, in 
fact, seem3 to think that Boycott ought 
not to have appealed for help at all, and 
his language almost warrants the inference 
th a t the Government would prefer not to 
do anything toward the suppression of 
Boycottiam. 
Of course such an expression 
a t so critical a juncture can only do harm. 
If the Government is indisposed to uphold 
the law in Ireland, and to resist the 
anarchists of that country, it will very soon 
be put to the te s t; but it may be doubted 
w hether the peculiar ideas apparently en­ 
tertained by Mr. Gladstone in this connec­ 
tion are those of the nation he is supposed 
to represent. 
T hat such sentiments are 
o u t of place in the mouth of the head of 
the G overnm ent a t this particular tim e is, 
however, unquestionable. 


TEE NEW RAILROAD BCGY. 


Our esteemed contemporary, th . Colusa 
Sun, has frightened itself very much by a 
new railroad bogy of its own invention. 
Under the 
startling title, 
‘ ‘ Breakers 
Ahead,” it warns the farmers to be on 
their guard against “ the deep-laid scheme 
“ of the Central and Southern Pacific Rail- 
“ road managers to obtain the control of 
“ the wheat crop of the State.” 
Accord­ 
ing to the Sun, th¡3 “ deep-laid schem e” 
exists in the projected completion of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad to tidew ater on 
the Gulf of Mexico, and the carrying of 
all the grain of California overland, thence 
to be transported by swift steamers of 
large capacity, to the European markets. 
Oar contemporary argues th at if this pro­ 
gramme is carried into effect it will drive 
away all the ships from San Francisco, 
give a monopoly of 
the grain trans­ 
portation to the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road and its connections, and degrade 
the farmers into mere vassals and thralls of 
the corporation. 
There is nothing new in 
this kind of lurid prognostication, but 
it is so little iu accord with the facts of 
history th at we should have thought its in­ 
congruity would before now have become 
apparent to minds so intelligent a3 th at of 
our contemporary. 
W e do not expect any 
regard for the tru th from stump orators 
and demagogues, and we are always pre­ 
pared for sensational and preposterous 
statem ents and 
predictions from 
such 
sources. 
B ut journals of reputation are 
under some obl’gations to their readers to 
weigh their word3 carefully, and this the 
Sun certainly has failed to do in the pres­ 
ent instance. 
The Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road is a commercial enterprise. 
It was 
undertaken in accordance with th at law 
whiah invariably causes the most con­ 
venient and economical methods of trans­ 
portation to be adopted eventually. There 
is no power short of blind despotism 
which can prevent the logical working 
out of problems of this description in 
these days. 
The great aim and tend­ 
ency of modern commercial enterprise is 
to overcome the difficulties which distance 
and cost of transportation naturally place 
between produce and its markets. 
It is 
impossible that a slower and more expen­ 
sive mode of transportation can hold its 
own against a quicker and cheaper one. It 
is absurd to say th at the interests of the 
producer can be imperiled by furnishing 
him with better modes of transportation. 
If the Southern Pacific Railroad can carry 
wheat to the m arket more rapidly and at 
lower C 03t than ships can carry it from 
San Francisco, it must be better for the 
wheat-growers that the railroad should be 
the carrier. 
But, says the Sun, when the 
railroad has driven off the ships it will put 
up the cost of carriage, and so grind down 
the producers, and secure all their profits. 
No man who uses such an argum ent can 
have 
thought 
out for 
himself 
the 
conditions of 
successful transportation. 
The 
Southern 
Pacific 
lla'lroad 
is 
by 
the 
nature 
of 
its 
route 
put 
in direct and inevitable competition with 
the ocean. 
It is impossible th at while the 
sea is free such a road can secure a monop­ 
oly of the wheat carriage save on the con­ 
dition of transporting it cheaper than the 
ships. 
No m atter how willing corpora­ 
tions may be to take all they can get, it is 
out of their power in such circumstances 
to establish the kind of monopoly the Sun 
fears. 
That journal appears to think that 
the railroad could secure the traffic by low­ 
ering its rates, and yet retain it after it 
had raised them. This is an irrational idea. 
The open sea must forever regulate the 
tariff of the new road, and the open sea 
cannot be controlled by all the capital in 
the world put together. 


This would be the case even if the South­ 
ern Pacific should have no ra.lroad compe­ 
tition to contend with. 
But the indica­ 
tions are th at 
it will 
have 
railroad 
competition, for that the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad will not be content 
with making a connection with the Cali­ 
fornia line, but will continue its own road 
on to San Diego, and probably to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Thus then the outlook is not only 
in no way alarming, bat it is in every way 
encouraging, to the California farmers. 
They have before them what maty justly be 
called a certain y of better transportation 
facilities than they have ever before en­ 
joyed. 
They will be enabled to take 
such 
advantage 
of 
the 
fluctuatious 
of 
the 
Liverpool 
m arket 
as 
has 
never 
before 
been 
possible to them. 
There will be less danger of their being 
controlled by the railroad than there has 
been in the past of their being gouged by 
the shippers. 
The history of the wheat 
m arket in this State assuredly does not 
w arrant the inference th at the farmers 
have any loss to mourn in the exchange of 
ships for cars. 
There have been in the 
past many successful attem pts to skim the 
profit cff the wheat crop for the benefit of 
speculators, and railroads have not been 
concerned in these movements. 
I t has 
been found far easier to arrange “ corners ” 
in charters than it ever will be in railroad 
contracts. 
The rate of fieight by ocean 
ha3 never been controllable by the farmers. 
It might not be difficult to show that the 
condition of vassalage which the Sun pre­ 
dicts for them, is really the condition 
under which they have groaned hitherto, 
and from which the new railroad promises 
to deliver them, 
I t is not a little remark­ 
able to find intelligent men thus bewailing 
the approaching substitution of improved, 
for crude modes of transportation. 
It 
reminds us of the resistance which the 
railroads encountered at the hands of the 
stage-coach interest a generation ago. The 
truth is th at all snch improvements are to 
the direct and permanent advantage of th* 
producer, and th at they cannot possibly 
fail to make his condition more independ­ 
ent. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad is 
being built as a business undertaking, bnt 
a distinct and im portant factor in all such 
enterprises is the public benefit they con­ 
fer. 
The projectors of course expect that 
they will be repaid their outlays with 
profit, but they expect this because they 
are satisfied th at the inherent advantages 
of the route will secure them the business of 
the country 
through which it passes. 
They cannot have a monopoly of th at 
business unless they win it by offering the 
best terms to shippers, and if they can 
offer such terms the farmers will certainly 
not have any grounds for complaint or ap­ 
prehension.

very considerable fund from some source. 
If the fund is so small as stated, it would 
seem more judicious to give the whole of 
it to the several Southern States alter­ 
nately, letting each one enjoy it for a year. 
To divide it would be to destroy its effect­ 
iveness. 
The proposition to employ it al­ 
together upon the extension of common 
schools, and to spend none of it upon 
higher schools and colleges, strikes us a3 a 
very sound one, and we hope th at it will 
be adopted. 
W hatever is done, however, 
there ought to be a larger fuud for it, for 
we fear that, a3 the case stands, the avail­ 
able money will go a very short way. 


The new educational bill has passed the 
Senate with very little opposition. 
The 
details, as passed, are not sufficiently ex­ 
plained yet to make it clear whether the 
measure will a valuable one. 
Judging 
from some of the expressions used in de­ 
bate it may be doubtful whether the fuud 
at disposal is sufficient to effect anything. 
Certainly sixty thousand dollars a year 
would be quite useless to enlarge the educa­ 
tional machinery of the Southern States, 
and snch a sum would probabiy be only 
wasted. 
The scheme of the bill appeared 
to be beneficial, but i t is evident t oat inch 
a scheme could not be carried out without a

The advantage of a practical process of this 
kind for the photographing of children or 
adults is very great. 
It dispenses with 
the annoying “ head-rest,” and makes all 
days “ sunny days” or working days to 
the photographer. 
In the late dark 
weather, when successful sittings by the 
ordinary process were almost impractica­ 
ble, Mr. Rockwood obtained excellent re­ 
sults in two seconds. 
Another admirable 
feature of the new invention is the ability 
to transport the seneatized plate any dis­ 
tance, expose the plate to a view, and re­ 
turn at leisure to the laboratory for devel­ 
opment or completion. 
Mr. Rockiyood’s 
operators are now engaged in photograph­ 
ing the interiors of prominent New York 
Y’ork churches, a number of which have 
hitherto defied all efforts of the photo­ 
grapher.

THE SMALLEST BOOK IN THE WORLD. 


The smallest book ever printed since type 
was first invented is a microscopic edition 
of Dante’s “ Divina Commedia,” which was 
on view last year at the Paris Exhibition. 
The whole volume of 500 pages is only five 
centimeters long by three and a half centi­ 
meters wide. 
Two sheets of paper sufficed 
to contain all the 14,323 verses of the 
poem, thirty verses occupying a space of 
somewhat less than eight square centime­ 
ters. 
The tj pe with which this curiosity 
was printed was cast as long ago as 1S34, 
but no complete book had hitiierto been 
turned out in it, the difficulties for com­ 
positor and reviser being so enormous that 
the attem pts were given up time after time, 
no one being able to continue on the work. 
In 1S73 a fresh attem pt was made to 
“ set u p ” the “ Commedia,” and some 
notion of the difficulty experienced may be 
gathered from the fact that the work occu­ 
pied no less than five years in the comple­ 
tion. 
The text is th at of Fraticelli, the 
reader was a certain Signor Luigi Rusato, 
and the compositor Giuteppe Geche. 
The 
eyesight of the latter is irretrievably 
ruined. 
The writer in the Allgemeine Z-i- 
lung, iro p i whose article this notice ia ex­ 
tracted, states that he is unable to form a 
judgment as to how the corrections were 
carried out, for even with the best magni­ 
fying glass«he was unable to follow the 
text continuously. 
The edition has been 
christened “ Lo Dantino,” the “ Little 
Dante.” A thousaud copies of it are to be 
struck off, and will shortly be put upon 
the market, after which the type will be at 
once broken up.—[New York Star.

resent Ohio in the United States Senate, and 
he believed he had a fair prospect of a suc­ 
cessful i-sue of his candidacy, but yieldiug to 
the judgment of his friends he had concluded 
to withdraw from the contest, with many 
thanks to his faithful friends and supporters. 
Foster’s Withdrawal. 
C h ic a g o , December 19th.—The

C o lu m b u s special say s : Foster’s withdrawal 
falls like a c la p o f tlinnder from a clear sky. 
All la-t week his intimate friends insisted 
that under no circumstances would he with­ 
draw from the c ntest until fairly beaten.

In an interview this evening Foster said:

INCORRECT REPORT. 
D ublin, December 19th.—The report that 
the Government intended to prohibit all land 
meetings in Queens county is incorrect. The 
prohibition only applied to the meeting at 
Callohill, which was convened for the pur­ 
pose of denouncing a landlord who sought 
the assistance of the Bankruptcy Court to 
recover his rents. 
AN ABANDONED MEETING. 
D ublin, December 19th.—Two hundred 
hussars, four hundred infantry and two hun­ 
dred constabulary arrived at Callohill Satur­ 
day, with ambulance wagons. The promot­ 
ers of the gathering issued a notice abandon­ 
ing the projected meeting at Callohill, but 
afterwards issued a placard convening a 
meeting a few miles off.

SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS.

One hundred and ten thousand dollars 
was the amount received a t the Tax Col­ 
lector’s office yesterday. 
H ealth Officer Meares reports 110 deaths 
during the past week in this city and 
county, against 79 for the corresponding 
week last year. 
Six cases of small-pox were reported at 
the Health Office yesterday, all being veri­ 
fied and removed to the pest-house. 
Ño 
deaths were reported. 
A number of $5 and 810-pieces that have 
been eplit, aud a large amount of the in­ 
terior gold extracted, has been discovered 
by the Tax Collector and his deputies. 
The death of Samuel C. Harding, a well- 
known resident of this city, took place at 
an early hour this morning, after a brief 
attack of pneumonia. 
Mr. Harding was a 
native of Bristol, R. I., and aged 54. 
He 
came to this city in early days. 
The sum of 82,770,719 50 has been spent 
by the City Hall Commission upon the 
construction of the New City Hall. About 
§300,000 have been spent by the Supervi­ 
sors, who have had charge of the building 
for a year. 
It is estimated hy the Archi­ 
tect that it will require 81,500,000 to com­ 
plete the building. 
Yesterday the largest brick of gold ever 
cast in this city, and the largest but one 
over cast on the Pacific Coast, was turned 
out of the metallurgical works of Thomas 
Price, corner of Sacramento and Leidesdorff 
streets. 
The brick measures 12J inches in 
length, 7 inches in breadth, and 44 inches 
in thickness. 
It weighs 3.7S5.17 ounces 
troy, and is valued at §7(1,000, being 950 
fine. 
The brick is the last month’s prod­ 
uct of the Spring Valley Hydraulic mine at 
Cherokee Flat. The largest gold brick ever 
made was cast, it is represented, in Idaho. 


ABOUT 
CHESTNUTS. 


I t is really surprising w hat wonderful 
discoveries our representatives to foreign 
courts do sometimes make.

Schuyler, United States Consul to Flor­ 
ence, has, we are assured, “ after a careful 
study of the subject,” become convinced 
that the Spanish chestnut can be grafted 
upon not only the foreign stocks, but upon 
our native species. 
He has communicated 
this wonderful discovery to the State De­ 
partm ent at W ashington, and already his 
fame 
as 
a horticulturist 
is 
assured 
among Government officials, and others 
who do not happen to know that graft­ 
ing 
the 
chestnut 
to 
perpetuate 
dis­ 
tinct 
varieties 
has 
been 
a 
constant 
practice in Italy for several thousands of 
years. 
The Corellian chestnut derived its 
name from a knight of Rome, named Co- 
rellius, who had a farm near Naples, culti­ 
vated chestnut trees, and grafted them 
successfully. A fter the death of Corellins 
one of his enfranchised slaves, who had 
learned the art of grafting from his de­ 
ceased master, continued to practice it, 
improving the Corellian chestnut by the 
operation. 
But as all this occurred before 
Mr. Schuyler's time, or some 2,000 years 
ago, we will excuse him for not calling 
such historical facts to mind. 
Employing 
the American chestnut as a stock upon 
which to graft the European varieties has 
been practised in our nurseries for many 
years, and referred to by nearly all of our 
American authors who have w ritten any­ 
thing in regard to nuts and nut-bearing 
trees.

H eld to A nswer.—T he prelim inary ex­ 
amination of Mrs. Ju lia A. Finn, upon the 
charge of assault with intent to m urder Geo. 
E. T.andes, took place before Justice lluggles 
a t W oodland on Saturday. 
The prosecution 
was conducted by D istrict A ttorney Gar- 
routte, and the defense by D. E. Alexander 
and D. J . W iley. 
Mr. I.andes stated th at 
the reason of bis non-appearance at the time 
the examination was previously set was that 
the tim e of the hearing was changed, and he 
did not receive notice until after the hour set. 
H e was the first witness on Saturday, and 
testified to the shooting a t the W illow Slough 
school-house, where he was teaching; that 
the defendant and another lady came in a 
bugtry; M rs. F inn called him o u t; they had 
a talk ; she requested him to m an y her, and 
threatened him if he did c o t; he refused, and 
started tow ard the school-house, when she 
fired three shots at him. 
H is testim ony was 
to the same effect as has already been pub­ 
lished in the R ecord U nion. 
Ou cross-ex­ 
amination he testified th at he had heard that 
the defendant had been an inmate of an in­ 
sane asylum. 
Some of the scholars who were 
attending school also testified, corroborating 
M r. Landes as to the fact th at she fired the 
shots a t him. 
The defenee offered no testi­ 
mony, and upon con ilusión of the evidence 
for the prosecution the defendant was held to 
answer before the Superior Court of Yolo 
county. 
She at once furnished hail and re­ 
turned to Sacramento. 


T eachers’ E xamination.—The examina­ 
tion of applicants before the County Board of 
Education for teachers’ certificates resulted 
as follows ; First-giade certificates were is­ 
sued to Em m a A . Hughes, Lena Colton, 
E m ily F . Ives, M attie Perkins, Lafayette 
Lillard and Wm. M cN aul; and second grade 
certificates to M ary M cKay, N ettie E. Ives, 
E ttie W. Briggs and Isabelle Haskell. There 
were thirty-tw o applicants, out of which ten 
were successful. 
To secure a first class cer­ 
tificate the applicant is required to do cor­ 
rectly 85 per cent of the examination work, 
and 7'2 per cant, for the second grade. 
The 
Board is endeavoring to raise the educational 
standard of teachers in the county by making 
more careful the examination. 


Counterfeit Coins.—Counterfeits of the 
820 and 8-5 gold coins have come into plenti­ 
ful circulation in this city within the past 
few days, and on Saturday a large number 
were detected. 
They are apparently of lead 
filling, and can readily be detected from want 
of the proper coin ring. 
W hen dropped 
upon a counter their sound is heavy and dull. 
The city is also beiog 11 roded with spurious 
10-cent pieces. 
They bear date of 1877, and 
Botue of them are made of lead, and others 
of harder metal, and silver-washed or plated. 
There m ust be some bogus m ints running on 
full time in this vicinity, or else Sacramento 
is being made the scape-goat for the sins of 
other regions.

ANOTHER 
SUICIDE. 


On Saturday evening a German named 
Balz Sutter committed suicide at the W illiam 
Tell House, corner of N ioth and J streets. 
The cause of the deed is a mystery, and the 
deceased wa3 a person in reference to which 
no thought or tendency to the commission of 
such an act would have been suspected or en­ 
tertained. 
H e had recently been gradually 
losing his hearing, which worried him, and 
he had contemplated a trip to Switzerland 
with a view to treatm ent for it, and this fact 
is mentioned by his friends as the only possi­ 
ble reason th at can be imagined^ th at might 
have operated to unsettle his mind and lead 
to the fatal deed. 
H e was pleasantly chat­ 
ting with the proprietor of the hotel, Mr. 
Steinauer, about 9 o’clock in the evening, 
and afterward took a drink and remarked 
that he would retire. 
H e went to hia room, 
on the second floor, which is a large room, 
and also occupied by other parties. 
One 
of the occupants started to go to bed a t about 
11 o’clock and found Sutter dead, he having 
hung himself from a bed-post. 
H e at once 
communicated the fact to the proprietor, and 
officer Fredericks, who happened to be near 
by, was called in, as also officer Frazee. The 
Coroner was informed and soon arrived and 
took charge of the body. 
It was found th at 
the deceased had taken'a buckskin string or 
thong and fastened it securely to the top of 
one of the posts of' his beO, and the other 
end around his neck. 1 
then threw himself 
forward, his head almost hitting the floor. 
In this position lie could have at once relieved 
himself had he changed his intention, but his 
act seems to have been accompanied with con­ 
tinued determination, for he not only de­ 
clined to desist after he had suspended him­ 
self, but grasped the foot of the bed, and 
thus hastened strangulation. 
H e had un­ 
dressed for the night, and evidently the act 
had not been fully determined npon until af 
ter he had done so. 
Upon exan.ioation there 
was found in his pockets a small sum of 
money, a receipt from his landlord for §15 
deposited with him, and a silver watch. 
H is 
remaius were removed to the Coroner’s of­ 
fice. 
The inquest, which was to have been 
held yesterday, was postponed until to-day, 
as his brother, who resides at McConnell ¡Sta­ 
tion, did not arrive.

W a sh in g ton, D ecem ber 18th.—T he fol­ 
lowing general order w as issued from the 
headquarters of th e arm y 'to -d ay : 
The President directs the following orders to he 
issued: 
(1) Brigadier-General O. O. Howard is assigned to 
the command of the Department cf West Point, to 
duty as Superintendent of the U. S. Military Acad­ 
emy, according to his brevet of Major-General, 
and will relieve Major-Genera* John M. Schofield. 
(2) Brigadier-General C. C. Augur is assigned to 
the command of the Department of Texas. 
(3) Colonel Henry J. Hunt, Fifth Artillery, is as­ 
signed to temporary command of the Department of 
the South, according to his brevet of Brigadier- 
General. 
(4) The States of Arkansas and Louisiana and In­ 
dian Territory will constitute a military' depart­ 
ment, and will be known as the Department of 
Arkansas, with headquarters at Little Rock, Arkan­ 
sas. Colonel R. 8. Mackenzie, Fourth Artillery, is 
assigned to this command, according to his brevet 
of Iirigadier-General. 
(5) The Departments of Texas and Arkansas will 
constitute the Military Division of the Gulf, with 
headquarters at New Orleans. Major-General John 
M bchofield is assigned to thi3 command. Until 
this division shall have been organized, command­ 
ing Generals of the Departments cf Texas and 
Arkansas will report to the Lieutenant-Colonel com­ 
manding the Military Divirion of Missouri. 
id) Brigadier-General N. A. Miles is assigned to the 
command of the Department of the Columbia. Until 
the arrival of General Miles at his headquarters, the 
command of the Department of the Columbia will 
be exercised by Colonel Frank Wheáton, Second In­ 
fantry, acoorclir g to his brevtt of Brigadier-General. 
By command of General Sherman.

W ashington, D ecem ber 18th.—T here has 
been and -till is much well grounded com ­ 
p lain t in California of the g reat expense and 
other hardships to which settlers are fre­ 
qu en tly subjected by having to travel long 
distances from home, and beiDg witnesses to 
determ ine a t rem ote places the m ineral or the 
agricultural ch aracter of their lands. 
R ep­ 
resentative Page, since his arriv al here a 
fo rtn ig h t ago, has urged th is evil upon the 
atten tio n of the G eneral L an d Office, and a t 
his instance Com m issioner, W illiam son has 
prepared aud issued to-day the following cir­ 
cular, addressed to all R egisters and Receiv­ 
ers throughout the c o u n try : 
Gentlemen: In every case where it becomes 
necesaarv, under the law and existing instructions 
of tnis office, to require a hearing to be held and 
testimony taken, for the purpose of ascertaining the 
mineral .. r agricultural character of land, you are 
directed to cause *uch hearing to be heard before 
a duly qualified officer whose office is located near­ 
est to the land in dispute, the distance to be com­ 
puted by ordinary routes of travel. Whenever local 
land ottices come within this rule, the hearing will 
be held before the Register and Receiver. It ia in 
tended to cause these hearings to be held, 60 far as 
practicable, in such a manner as to cause the least 
inconvenience to iarsons interested. Should it ap­ 
pear, then fore, by written stipulation of all par­ 
ties, that this purpose w ill be best subserved by the 
designation of any particular officer, authorized to 
administer oaths within the land district in which 
the land in controversy is situated, the instructions 
therein may be departed from in accordance with 
such stipulation. It may also happen that the offi­ 
cer who could otherwise be selected is an interested 
party, or some other good reason may appear why 
his designation would be improper, and in such case 
you will * irect the hearing to be held before the 
next nearest officer. 
MISCELLANEOUS CONGRESSIONAL ITEMS. 
W ashington, D ecem ber 19th.—C onsider­ 
ation of the consular and diplom atic appro­ 
p riation bill having been com pleted in Com ­ 
m ittee of the W hole yesterday, it w ill be 
prom ptly passed by th e H ouse of R ep re­ 
sentatives to-m orrow, aud as none of the re­ 
m aining appropriation bills are ready, the 
H o u se w ill th en doubtless resum e consider­ 
ation of the funding bill, w ith a view of 
passing it, if possible, before the C hristm as 
rt-ciss. 
T here is som e ta lk of holding even­ 
ing sessions to-m orrow and T uesday, for th e 
purpose of speedily exhausting the debate on 
th is m easure, b u t as so m any m em bers are 
absent, th e effort to pass tbe bill before th e 
holiday adjournm ent w ill very possibly have 
to be abandoned. 
T he S enate w ill to m orrow tak e up the 
H ouse adjo u rn m en t resolution, and finally 
dispose of it, probably, by c incurrence. 
A struggle for precedence m ay next be ex­ 
pected, us friends of half a dozen different 
propositions have already given notice of an 
in ten tio n to bring forw ard th eir respective 
p et m easures im m ediately after the passage 
of the educational bill, which w ill he the 
last subject disposed of by the S enate before 
F rid a y ’s adjournm ent. 
Am ong them are the 
resolution reported last session from the 
Flections Com m ittee, declaring th a t Senator 
K ellogg is n ot entitled to his seat, the bill to 
allo t lands in severalty to Indians, the five 
p er cent, claim and the B en H olliday bill. 
W h a t w ill be the resu lt of th is anticipated 
w rangle over order of business is very uncer­ 
tain. 
R epresentative Page has prepared a jo in t 
resolution for introduction to-m orrow of spe­ 
cial interest to the Italian elem ent of C alifoi- 
n ia’s population. 
I t is designed to accom ­ 
plish all th a t can constitutionally be done by 
Congress tow ards m aking the anniversary of 
the discovery of A m erica a national holiday. 
O f course th e pow er of Congress in th is re­ 
spect is confined to the D istrict of Colum bia, 
b u t in ca3e it is th u s exercised, th e exam ple 
m ay perhaps in tim e be followed by S tate 
L egislatures. 
T be jo in t resolution is as fol­ 
lows :

holiday for all the puiytoecs mentioned in said sec­ 
tion. 
T he section referred to m akes C hristm as, 
N ew Y ear’s D ay, F o u rth of J u ly and T hanks­ 
giving D ay legal days in tb e D istrict of 
C olum bia, the same as Sunday, and provides 
th a t com m ercial paper m aturing on any of 
them shall be payable the day previous. 
The Secretary of the Interior has affirmed 
the decision of the Commissioner of the Gen­ 
eral Land Office in tbe long-pending Califor­ 
nia case of the Rancho de la Laguna. Two 
surveys were made of this ranch—one by 
Deputy Surveyor Freeman and the other by 
Deputy Surveyor Cans.

Washington, December 18th.—Many seats were 
vacant. The morning hour was dispensed with, and 
the House went into committee on the Militan* 
Academy bill. It appropriates $322,000. 
It was 
read for amendment. 
Tbe committee rose and reported the bill, which 
passed as it came from the committee. 
The House again went into committee on the 
consular and diplomatic appropriation bill. 
Singleton(D.)of Mississippi explained the pro­ 
visions of the bill. It appropriates 81,100,435, be-.( 
ing an increase of 810,000, over the bill of last year. 
In regard to the diplomatic portion of the bill, 
there lias been no change whatever made from 
the law of ’ast year in renard to consular service. 
The Committee on Appropriations had adopted 
some changes which had been proposed by the Sec­ 
retary of State, comprising chiefly the transfer of 
Consulates from one class to another. He dwelt on 
the importance of consular service in advancing the 
commercial interests of the country, but argued 
that its utility was neutralized by the laws against 
free ships. The earn ing trade of the country had 
almost disappeared under the restrictioLS which had 
been placed upon it by law, m which he said a man 
could not go to any country he pleased and buy a 
vessel and get an American register. He contended 
that those laws should be amended, as they had 
proved very detrimental to commerce. 
Conger (R ) referred to the great importance of 
extending the consular service, but ridiculed the 
smallness of salaries paid Consuls. New markets 
were opened through the exertions of those officers, 
and the commerce of the country mov°d, though 
siripa were not allowed to be bought in England. 
The American people could 
manufacture ships 
against the world, and they were doing it to-day. 
11 it were not for the continual threat made in this 
House that the people should go aud buy free ships, 
and thus endanger the establishment of American 
shipyards, ships could be 
manufactured 
here 
cheaper and better thau they were to-day, and to­ 
day they were the finest ships in the world. 
Hubbell (R.) fa\ored encouragement of our com­ 
merce by subsidies, such as other nations gave. 
. Springer (D.) and Heltman (R.) had a spirited 
passage of words as to whether prosperity was 
brought about by the Republican or Democratic 
party. The debate ran iuto tariff, quinine, etc. 
The committee rose and the House voted on the 
bill. Result—140 ayes; 2 noea. No quorum. Ad­ 
journed.
